All the Features for Which President 


Wilson Has Contended Are Carried 


by the Bill, Including Free Wool, , 


Free Sugar and Free Meats. 


Washington, Sept. IO.—The Under- 
wood-Simmons tariff bill passed the 
senate by a vote of 44 to 37. 
It went through carrying all the fea­ 
tures for which President Wilson has 
contended—free wool, free sugar, free 
meats and greatly reduced duties on 
ail of the necessaries of life. The re­ 
sult was a great personal victory for 
Woodrow Wilson, and he was show­ 
ered with messages of congratulation. 
The bill now goes to conference be­ 
tween tile two houses, and ten days 
it is expected will see final action on 
this important measure, which already 
has 
dragged 
itself 
along 
for 
five 
months. 
The vote in the senate was big with 
political possibilities. 
Two Republicans, La Follette, of 
Wisconsin, and Poindexter, of Wash­ 
ington. voted for the Democratic bill. 
Only two Democrats, Thornton and 
Kansdell, of louisiana, failed to stand 
by the caucus pledge. 
They voted 
with most of the Republicans against 
the measure. 
Many Republicans contended that 
by liis action I-a Follette had removed 
himself from the Republican party 
and had forfeited any chance he may 
have had for nomination for the presi­ 
dency. 
Nobody was certain what La 
Follette's plans were. 
Some Republi­ 
cans believed his action meant that 
he is preparing to lead an independ­ 
ent fight of his own, while others were 
confident that he was getting ready to 
jump into the Democratic fold. 
His 
isolation was still further emphasized 
by an obvious break between him and 
Senator Cummins, one of the Republi­ 
can 
progressives. 
The Democratic 
leaders obtained a larger majority for 
the bill than they had expected. 
This 
was due not only to the votes of La 
Follette and Poindexter, blit to the ab­ 
sence of three Republicans, two of 
whom. Senator Burton, of Ohio, and 
Senator Gronna, of North Dakota, re­ 
leased their Democratic pairs on the 
final vote in order that they might 
have 
the 
satisfaction of recording 
themselves in 
laver of the 
party 
measure. 
So Intense was the Interest In the 
proceedings below that when the vice 
president announced that the bill had 
passed applause broke out on the 
door of the senate on the Democratic 
side, and the occupants of the galler­ 
ies plucking up courage at this ex­ 
ample violated a time honored rule 
forbidding such demonstrations. 
On the floor Senator John Sharp 
Williams, 
of 
Mississippi; 
Senator 
Thomas, of Colorado, and other mem­ 
bers of the finance committee sat up 
and clapped their hands in exultation, 
while some of the older senators, like 
Bacon, of Georgia, 
looked on with 
more or less astonishment

I rn* nt that the bill had been passed. 
Senator Gallitigor, chairman of the 
Republican caucus and by virtue of 
that office nominally leader of the mi­ 
nority, arose, and in a brief but felici­ 
tous speech expressed his apprecia­ 
tion of the treatment that had been 
accorded to the minority side by Sen­ 
ator Simmons, chairman of the finance 
committee. 
After the announcement that the 
i bill had been passed Chairman Sim­ 
mons asked for the api>ointmcnt of 
conferee* on behalf of the senate, and 
another 
big 
surprise 
was 
afforded 
when the vice president named Sena­ 
tor La Follette, of Wisconsin, wha 
had Just voted for the bill, as one of 
the Republican conferees. 
Senator 
I a Follette was not entitled to the 
place on the ground of seniority, as 
he is the last member on the list of 
Republicans on the finance commit­ 
tee. 
Ti»e seven senators named to rep 
resent the senate on the conference 
committee of the two houses that will 
perfect the bill were as follows; 
Chairman Si rn mons and 
Senators 
Stone, Williams and Johnson. Demo­ 
crats, and Senators Fen rose, Lodge 
m d La Follette, Republicans. 
The last day given to the tariff bill 
in the senate was consumed mostly 
by sj>eech making. 
Senators La Pol 
Jette and Cummins made the principal 
speeches, and one of the diverting in 
cidents of the debate was yn open 
manifestation on thepart of Mr. La 
Follette of his ill feeling toward the 
senator from Iowa, which dates back 
lo the last presidential campaign.

Shot should ftot be used In carafes.

Is very apt to scratch the glass, and 
thus mar its beauty. 
Prosaic potato 
peelings are the best aids.

remain In the glassware over night, 
and then rinse out with a little tepid 
water.

ing is ahead for the administration 
currency bill. 
It is now planned by the house and 
senate leaders, he explained, to have 
the bill ready for the senate by the

through with the tariff bill. which will 
be in about two weeks’ time. 
In the meantime the senate will 
take a week's recons, after which the 
Democrats will concentrate all their 
efforts on the currency bill. 
Accompanied by a voluminous re­ 
port, in which the principles of the 
new bill were outlined and defended, 
the Glass currency measure was for­ 
mally reported to the house. The re­ 
port, a marvel for technicality, de

would make impossible future finan­ 
cial panics. It pointed out that under 
the federal reserve system $550,000,- 
000 was added to the national money 
hoard to be used in case of strin­ 
gency. 
Attacking the Aldrich currency plan 
as Impossible in this country, the re­ 
port declared that three “simple and 
cardinal propositions’’ were necessary 
for 
a 
national 
currency 
measure. 
These, the report declared, were: 
Creation of a Joint mechanism for 
the extension of credit to banks which 
possess sound assets and which desire 
to liquidate them to meet legitimate 
demands on the part of their clientele. 
Provision for better extension of 
American banking facilities In foreign 
countries to the end that our trade 
may be enlarged and that American 
business men abroad may obtain the 
accommodations they require. 
TTItlate retirement of the present 
bond secured currency with suitable 
provision for the fulfilment of govern­ 
ment obligations to bondholders, cou­ 
pled with a suitable flexible currency 
to take Its place. 
“Beyond these cardinal and wise 
propositions, the committee has not 
deemed it wise at this time to make 
recommendations save in a few particu­ 
lars,” the report declared. 
The majority cited statistics to prove 
that the transfer of gold from national 
and state banks to the federal reserve 
banks will not disturb commerce.
